From the strength shown bv the silver 
men ou the votes, there is little doubt 
of Mr. Jones' ability to secure the vote. 
unless obstructive tactics or a test of 
physical endurance are inaugurated, 
which is regarded as likely. 
Tile move of the silver men ('ame as 
the climax of an exciting time iii the 
senate. For two hours at the opening 
of the session there was a renewal of 
the atta* k and defense, the charge and 
oculiter-chargc, concerning the course 
of the presuleut and secretary of the 
treasury in negotiating the recent boud 
contract with foreign bankers. 
The 
two notable speeches were made by Mr. 
Gray (Del.), whose relations with the 
administration are such that his utter­ 
ances in defense of th.- president and 
lecretary were regarded as reflecting 
attitude of the executive branch, 
and by Mr. Sherman (0.), whose Anan 
cial views ar** always received with 
marked attention.
